The receipts during the 
Booth-Barrett season at the Grand were 
large enough to attract attention all over 
the United States. 
For years it has been 
gratify ingly apparent that no standard 
attraction would fail to receive a most 
generous patronage here. 
On the other 
hand, and as showing that our people 
appreciate all ranges of entertainm ents, 
the largest sums ever taken in by Fore 
paugh’s circus were gathered in by that 
enterprising genius in Los Angeles.

This an apprehension, 
however, which, although strong and 
natural in 1884, has now disappeared. 
* * General Harrison appears in 
the canvass as the representative of high 
and higher protection, and of free whisky 
and tobacco rather than of a lighter duty 
upon any class of articles produced in 
this country. 
In other woras, he is for 
an average tariff tax of 47 per cent, in­ 
stead of 40 per cent.,aud of a profuse and 
consequently demoralizing expenditure 
of a surplus instead of leaving it in the 
pockets of the taxpayers. 


F or downright and outright hypocrisy, 
commend us to the San Francisco Call. 
That journal is devoting itself just now 
to falsifying the attitude of President 
Cleveland on the Chinese question. No 
journal knows better than the Call the 
splendid position 
bt the 
Democratic 
party and of Democratic officials on that 
head, and no journal knows better than 
it the obstinacy and determination of the 
men who, like Harrison, were willing to 
vote even in favor of naturalizing China­ 
men.

the spirit of fair compromise and wise 
adjustm ent m ust be invoked. Indeed all 
constitutions and charters present results 
arrived at from a system of compromises. 
I f the Freeholders will give us a charter 
that violates no well-settled principle of 
government and that carefully guards all 
the leading interests of the city and its 
people, and conserves the rights of pro­ 
perty against the possibility of official 
spoliation, the people will adopt it. 
We 
believe that the body now in session are 
acting on these principles, and if they so 
persist to the end, they will accomplish a 
work that will be ratified at the polls. 


R e p u b l ic a n papers would do well to 
■tick to the logic and the facts of the 
political situation.

subterfuges 
m ost of them resort to are an insult to 
the intelligence of their readers. 
There

W a s h in g t o n , July 12.—In the Senate 
the resolution to print extra copies of the 
report of the Committee on Pensions in 
the case of several vetoed bills, was the 
text for some political discussion. 
Cockrell desired to have the first of the 
pension vetoes (the Doherty case) printed 
among other vetoes. 
Hawley intim ated th at the publication 
of this veto would not help the President 
or his party with the surviving soldiers 
of the Republic. 
The discuesion, participated in by 
Davis, Stewart, Hoar, Butler and Blair, 
became quite bitter and personal between 
the two latter gentlemen. 
W ithout disposing of the subject the 
Senate proceeded to the consideration of 
the Fisheries treaty, and was addressed 
by George in favor of its ratification. 
He said the m atter of the rejection of 
the treaty had already been settled by 
the Republican »Senators in caucus, and 
this open debate was not for the purpose 
of settling what ought to be done, but to 
justify what had been decided to be 
done by arraigning before the American 
people the President for negligence or 
indifference to American rights. 
By the 
rejection of the treaty it was hoped 
enough voters would lie seduced into the 
support of the Republican ticket to re­ 
verse the afction of the American people 
in 1884, and return to power those who 
had been ejected that year. 
George de­ 
fended the provisions of the treaty at 
some length. 
At the conclusion of his speech the bill 
to pay $5,000 to Mrs. Larimer, of Wyom­ 
ing, for im portant services in giving in­ 
formation concerning the hostile pur­ 
pose of the Sioux Indiana was passed. 
The Senate then took up the bill, re­ 
ferring to^the Court of Claims, the claims 
of laborers, workmen and mechanics em­ 
ployed under the Government since June 
25, 1868, for excess of labor over eight 
hours, fixed by a law of that date as a 
legal days work. 
Cockrell offered an am endm ent pro­ 
viding th at any am ount allowed shall be 
paid only to the claim ant (if living) or to 
his personal representatives (if dead). 
Agreed to. 
W ithout action on the bill, the Senate 
adjourned.

W a sh in g t o n , July 12.—House sessions 
were ordered for next Wednesday and 
Thursday nights for consideration of bills 
reported respectively from the Committee 
on Labor and the Committee on Military 
Affairs. 
Ford, of Michigan, from the Committee 
on M ilitary Affairs, reported back the 
resolution for the appointment of 
a 
special committee to investigate the al­ 
leged evasions of the contract labor law. 
In reply to a question by Vandever, of 
California, Ford stated that the resolu­ 
tion was broad enough in its scope to 
cover the subject of any evasion of the 
law against Chinese immigration. 
Cox, of New York, called the attention 
of the House to the great necessity of 
this resolution, to correct the abuses now 
existing. There was an abnormal immi­ 
gration to this country by men persuaded 
to come here by false and fraudulent pre­ 
tenses. Instead of there being an ordi­ 
nary immigration from Italy, Italians 
were coming into this country at the rate 
of eighty thousand a year, under influ­ 
ences that should be inquired into. There 
came into New York in one month fiftv 
thousand men who did not know our 
language and who added nothing to our 
wealth and labor. 
Morrow, of California, was glad the 
House at last comprehended the evil be­ 
setting the country from unrestricted im ­ 
migration.

The country felt that its safety 
dem anded a revision of the Constitution, 
ü e did not doubt th at the patriotism of 
the Deputies was on a level with their 
sense of duty.

Effect of Trusts Upon the 
Sugar Interests.

S a n 
F r a n c is c o , Jnlv 12.—The Cali­ 
fornia 
and 
American 
sugar 
refin­ 
eries, in harm ony with the advance 
made in New York, yesterday advanced 
the price of granulated sugar one-fourth 
of a cent a pound, and to-day an addi 
tional half cent, making the present 
price eight cents per pound. 
Represent­ 
atives of the refineries here say one of 
the chief causes of the advance is the 
scarcity of the beet crop in Germany and 
elsewhere. 
Another cause, however, as 
stated by men conversant with the sub­ 
ject, is that there is now in New York 
very little sugar for future delivery. 
In connection with this subject is the 
interesting fact that when the Sugar 
Trust was lately formed in the E ast the 
Trust attem pted to set the figure which 
they would pay for raw sugar. There­ 
upon the sugar brokers, who act as 
middlemen between the growers and re­ 
finers, quietly tcld the Trust they would 
not sell them any raw sugar. 
It would 
seem that the brokers had gotten control 
of the greater portion of the future beet 
crop. 
Not long since the Sugar Trust, finding 
themselves practically without the raw 
article to keep their refineries in opera­ 
tion, made a proposal to the brokers to 
buy raw sugar. The brokers then set 
the price, which was a high one, but the 
refineries were obliged to pay it. 
In brief the situation is about this: 
The beet crop in the countries where it 
is usually the heaviest is light. This of 
itself would cause a slight advance. The 
brokers having secured control of w hat­ 
ever crop was in sight, at once advanced 
the price of raw sugar in order to put 
money in their own pockets and at the 
same time to punish the Trust that had 
been so autocratic. 
As the Trust had to 
pay a high price for raw sugar, the offi­ 
cials thereof advanced the price of re­ 
fined sugar. They, however, taised the 
price high enough not only to reimburse 
themselves for the excess paid to the 
brokers, but also to make a profit them ­ 
selves. The sugar m arket on this coast 
being controlled entirely by fluctuations 
in the New York m arket, at once ad­ 
vanced prices to correspond. 
Besides this there is a local feature of 
the subject that is interesting at this 
time. 
Before the American Refinery 
here joined the Sugar Trust the plan of 
both refineries was to sell subject to the 
state of the m arket at the time of deliv­ 
ery. For instance, B would contract 
with the American Refinery for a certain 
am ount of sugar at 6 cents a pound, this 
being the m arket price on that day. 
W hen the sugar was delivered, however, 
be it a few days or m onths, B was called 
on to pay the m arket price on the day of 
delivery, it being to the advantage of B 
if the m arket was low, and to the advan­ 
tage of the refinery if the m arket was 
high. 
W hen, however, the American 
Refinery joined the Trust, they decided 
to abolish this plan to make contracts at 
a certain price and sell at just that price 
when the delivery was made, notwith­ 
standing the state of the m arket,w hether 
it was higher or lower. 
A few days since, and just before the 
raise, the American refinery contracted 
to sell the full m onth’s output at 6 ^ 
cents. 
Day by day the m arket went up, 
and when to-day the price was quoted at 
8 cents, the American refinery quietly 
stated that they had work enough on 
band to keep them employed for some 
time, and declined to accept further 
orders. 
The California refinery is, of course, 
elated over the thought that its rival is 
running its works night and day to turn 
out sugar at 6>¿ cents, when the market 
price is 8 cents. The sugar men here 
say that, as a m atter of fact, there is 
now little sugar ou the Pacific Coast, the 
extra dem and from the fruit canneries, 
etc., having lowered the supply, and it 
would not be surprising if, before the 
week closes, the California refinery, see­ 
ing the condition oi the American re­ 
finery, will advance the price of refined 
sugar to 9 cents a pound and reap a 
golden harvest of its own sowing.

The 
colored assessor, together with several 
colored deputy clerks, were escorted to 
the train and given tickets and warned 
never to return. The whites stood guard 
all last night, fearing an attack, as the 
negroes in Crittenden county out number 
the whites seven to one.

TERRIBLE RAILROAD DISASTER. 


Losses by the Monongrahela Deluge. 
Storm swept A tlantic Coast. 
A Michigan Blaze. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald.] 


P it t s b u r g , July 12.— To-day the wat­ 
ers that have been sweeping the valley 
of the Monongahela and the valleys of 
its tributaries for the last sixty hours, are 
again falling into their natural channels. 
They leave in their track scenes of desol­ 
ation and ruin that never had the coun 
ter part in the same localities. From 
Pittsburg to the mountain fastness of 
Randolph county, W. Va., towns have 
been ravaged, manufactures inundated 
boats sunk, houses and lumber floated 
off, fields with their wheat in shock and 
growing crops devastated, families driven 
to the hills for shelter, and in many in­ 
stances the accumulations of years of toil 
and self denial have been lost in an hour. 


THE LOSSES ENTAILED 
By the flood will not, it was ascertained 
to-day, be short of #3,000,000, a large 
proportion of which falls with crushing 
offset upon the people of the thriving 
counties of Monongahela,Marion, Taylor, 
Harrison, Lewis, Barbour, Upshur and 
Randolph in West Virginia; in Penn­ 
sylvania the losses are in the counties of 
Alleghany, Washington, Westmoreland, 
Fayette and Green, the heaviest being 
in Alleghany, Washington and Fayette. 
These losses fall most heavily upon the 
owners of coal property, railroad com­ 
panies and farmers. 
Notwithstanding 
the suddenness of the coming of the 
water and the area of distribution, the 
losses of flats, barges and small river 
craft has been comparatively small, and 
nearly all the boat-owners are 
con­ 
gratulating themselves on their good 
fortune. 
IN PITT8BURG PROPER 
Most of the loss has fallen upon the own­ 
ers of shanty boats and boat houses, but 
these are for the most part insignificant. 
The owners of mill property will lose 
largely, and have to undergo no end of 
inconvenience on account of the invasion 
of the mills by the water, putting out 
fires and rusting and almost ruining the 
valuable machinery. Little lumber or 
other movable property has been carried 
away from this city, but from parts above 
millions of feet of valuable timbe 
timber and 
lumber have come down and been car­ 
ried off into the Ohio, a total loss to the 
owners. 
TRACES OF THE FLOOD REMOVING. 
There was no rain in any part of the 
flooded district yesterday,' and by this 
evening the traces of the flood will have 
been generally removed. At 10 o’clock 
there was eighteen feet of water in the 
river and falling. The drift had passed 
out and the river had lost its turbulence. 
Coal men were busily preparing their 
coal fleets for shipment and by to-morrow 
all craft will have departed for Western 
and Southern ports. The shipment will 
aggregate 10,000,000.
